THE HIGHER SLANG

"The remark made by Robert 
Lynd in the article on “Tho 
Higher Slang," quoted in our 
pages a few days ago, that ‘a 
knowledge of the familiar quota 
tions from great literature 
which have become household 
ids serves to romind us that 
we have ancestors,” recalls the 
statement made some years ago 
by a missionary that “at a cor~ 
tain festival the Chinese offered 
» to those ancestors wh 
had no descendants.” It is 
recorded that a committee of 
the Board of Education havo 
overed that English children 
no longer know such phrases 
as “a barren fig treo," “a mess 
of pottage” ete, ‘The presump- 
tion is that the classical litera 
ture of our language is not now 
taught in schools, or taught so 
ntermittently and inadequately 
that the pupils’ minds are not 
stored with the music of great 
prose. This, which is a very 
serious * omission, must be, in 
great measure, the fault of the 
Board of Education itself. For 
the curriculum in public 
schools is conducted according 
to schedule and the schedule is, 
perforce, designed to enable the 
pupils to pass the approved 
minations which the Board 
incists shall be taken, as proof 
that the teaching is efficient and 
that the rango of subjects covers 
the requirements laid down by 
itself. The tests set for the 
Cambridge Local Examinations, 
held here not many days aga, 
necessitated a period of seven 
days’ work by those taking part. 
‘To be sure, no scholar sat for 
every paper set but, on the 
average, each candidate did five 
full days’ grind, This was a 
severe test of physical fitness 
and it speaks well for the

This is, in Con- 
fueius’ phrase, “using a poleaxe 
to kill a chicken” but it well 
iMlustrates the proper value f 
lessons on literature. ‘The man 
who is for ever quoting Milton 
and Shakespeare is certainty 
not a scholar. He has learned 
his lesson like a parrot, but has 
not caught even a scintilla of 
the spirit of the master who 
wrote it, For great literature 
ig not written by grammarians 
‘and phrase makers, but great! 
thinkers. ‘Their mighty- words. 
are the appropriate vesture in 
which they clothe fens that 
transcend language for, as the 
Chinese proverb has it, “writing 
ig inadequate to express speech 
and speech inadequate ,to ex- 
press thought.” A study'of any 
great passage will convince 
careful reader that while all 
been said that could be 
there yet remains an 
communicable something that 
suggests more and jreats 
things than can be written’

Soviet-Russia has 
present in the way 
except "Great Expectation 
passenger ear stock. It needs a 
large margin to keep cars in 
service over a rin of some 4,000 
miles—nine days from the Chinese 
to Polish borders—Russian rolling 
stock was never remarkable for its 
up-keep in Tsarist days.

We 
were greeted at the Eastern frontier 
with the news that there would be 
no dining car for two days, and so 
Tong days were somewhat’ shorter 
for the rush to absorb cabbage 
soup, replenish tea-pots, and buy 
fish and sausage.
